The War Today

(Asiochttcd Tre.s* \Vur Analyst) 
The avidity with which the In- 


ter-American Conference at Mexi- 
co City is seeking to establish sol- 
idarity for the wcstorn hemis- 
phere in the interests of peace is 
a bright rainbow for the United 
Notions which will meet to create 
a global security organization in 
San Francisco in April. 


Tho "Act of Chnpultcpcc" would 


provide for the use of joint force 
to stifle aggression within the 
hemisphere, echoes the spirit of 
the Crimean Conference of the Big 
Three who pledged themselves to 
pence at all costs. There arc many 
in this hemisphere who hope that 
the Americas -may bind them- 
selves to stand as a bloc against 
any aggression from outside. 


As a matter of fact, if ihis ter- 


rible war has taught the Americas 
anything, it is that from now on 
they must stnnd together—one for 
all and all for one. This doesn't 
mean isolation or non-cooperation 
with the rest of the world. It 
means that if another Hitler or 
Tojo ever raises his head, we shall 


be on the alert to halt any schemes 
he may have for aggression. 
It 


means we recognize tiiat if a 
would-be aggressor obtains a fool- 
hold in a single western hemis- 
phere country, he has a base from 
which he can strike at the rest. 


One of the happiest aspects of 


the Mexico City conference, from 
the viewpoint of a Yankee, is that 
the "Act of Chnpultcpcc" origin- 
ates among our good ncighhors 
mill not in ihe United States. This 
means, ns I sec it, that there prob- 
ably is a lot less suspicion of Uncle 
Sam's motives than there has been 
in some quarters heretofore. 


One assumes that under a west- 


ern hemisphere pact the United 
States will be asked by smaller na- 
tions to deal with any infraction of 
the peace where force was neces- 
sary. If that assumption is correct, 
then the "Act of Chapultrpcc" is 
doubly n vote of confidence in Un- 
cle Sam.

Then I am told 
that Instead of attacking what I believe to be evils, 
I should only say what thc President—or the O.W.I. 
—wants said. 
Everything else, these people call 


destructive criticism. Some of 
these logicians 


even go so far as to assert that because Gocbbels 
said something and some Americans said something 
akin to It before or after the Nazi had his say. 
therefore things equal to the same thing are equal 
lo each other. So if Gocbbels hits, by exception 
at the truth, it ceases to be the truth. 


The fallacy of the position of these corrcspon 


dents of mine is that they fail 
to realize 
tha 


some Persons have a moral code, a philosophy o 
life, which they cannot compromise. For instance 
if a man believes In a moral life based upon th'r 
oundation of both Jewish and Christian JaTwhicT 
is: Thou shall love thc Lord thy God and thoi 
shall love thy neighbor as thyself, he cannot be 
hevc that atheistic materialism and thc reduction 
of the Individual to the degradations of enslave- 
ment lo Ihe state is sound. 


It can make no difference why such enslave- 


ment Is done or by whom. It 
cannot matter 


whether the enslaver is a good or « bad man. II 
would not matter whether he were a Thomas Jef- 
ferson or a Simon Legree. Enslavement of a hu- 
man being is wrong and there are no degrees of 
right or wrong. It is all wrong. It ' 
wrong. 
And it is wrong for nations

One who believes lhat way searches for signs 


of enslavement. He scrutinizes the conduct of gov- 
ernment to find trends and tendencies toward the 
reduction of the liberties of the individual.
